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AMBITIOUS plans to 
build a cinema in Ely 
are moving forward - 
and people are being 
asked where they want 
it to go. 

Six potential sites have 
been identified by East 
Cambs District Council 
and a public consult¬ 
ation is expected to be 
launched later this 
month. 

It was only in March that the 
Weekly News revealed district 
councillors had been speaking 
to a “major cinema company” 
about building in the city. It is 
rumoured the firm behind the 
plans is Cineworld, although 
the council says it is unable to 
confirm it. 

On Tuesday, members of the 
district council’s development 
and transport committee are 
being urged to give the green 
light for a public consultation 
on the site options to be 
carried out. 

The potential sites are: 

■ Land at junction of 
Downham Road/AlO - this site 
is proposed for a new leisure 
village for Ely; however, 
additional land is available for 
other complimentary uses. 

■ Ely city centre - including 
the present council offices 
site/police and ambulance 
stations on Nutholt Lane. This 
area was proposed for 
comprehensive redevelopment 
within the Ely Masterplan. 

■ Paradise area - the current 
site of the Paradise Leisure 
Centre which is expected to 
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become available once the new 
leisure centre is developed off 
Downham Road. 

■ Ely Station Gateway area - 
this area was proposed for 
comprehensive redevelopment 
within the Ely Masterplan. 

■ Land west of Cambridge¬ 
shire Business Park, Angel 
Drove - Tesco has indicated a 
desire to relocate to this area 
from its current site next to the 
station. 

■ North Ely - a 3,000-dwelling 
urban extension to Ely is 
proposed which will include 
areas of mixed-use 
development. 

In the agenda for the 
meeting, Sarah Ratcliffe, the 
council’s forward planning 
officer, said: “Public 

consultation carried out for the 
Ely Masterplan revealed strong 
public support for a new 
cinema in Ely. 

“Officers have since been 
working to identify a range of 
suitable locations. 

“Most of the sites are 
physically large enough to 
potentially accommodate 
large-scale multiplex cinema 
developments, which may 
include dedicated car parking 
and food/drink outlets. 

“The consultation will allow 
the residents of East Cambs to 
have a say on where a new 
cinema could be developed.” 

If approved, the consult¬ 
ation will be held for three- 
weeks in fune/fuly this year. 

The meeting on fune 12 is 
being held at the Ely Cathedral 
Centre at 2pm.

‘Drop limit to 20mph’ 


SPEED limits in some of Ely’s 
busiest residential streets 
should be dropped to 20mph. 

That’s the message from 
residents who insist it’s the only 
way to slow motorists in the 
city’s built-up areas. 

The calls have been made 
after the Weekly News reported 
that parents in the Stour Green, 
Chelmer Way, Wissey Way, 
Welland Place and Cam Drive 
area fear a child will be hurt - or 
killed - unless traffic-calming 
measures are installed in their 
streets. 

Other concerned mums have 
since come forward to say they 
too are worried and that 
speeding is an issue in other 
areas of the city, including 
Witchford Road, Cambridge 
Road and Downham Road. 

But residents insist slashing 
the speed limits to 20mph in 


built-up areas would slow 
down drivers more than traffic- 
calming measures. 

Mum-of-three Sally Palmer, 
of Cambridge Road, said: “I’d 
say people are being put at risk 
in the majority of Ely’s streets 
these days. 

“People just aren’t taking 
their foot off the pedal. I believe 
if we made Cambridge Road, 
Witchford Road and areas like 
Cam Drive 20mph zones that 
would make a difference”. 

Ely resident Michael 
Gruenberger agrees. Speaking 
on community website 
ShapeYourPlace, he said: “I 
think this would be the one 
thing that would really make 
Ely a much better place to live 
for everyone and as it is such a 
small city it won’t make travel 
times much longer than a few 
minutes.” 


Supermarket verdict delayed 


PLANS to build a new 
supermarket in Soham have 
caused so much controversy 
that a decision on the scheme 
has been delayed. 

Planners were expected to 
make a decision on proposals 
to build a new supermarket on 
land east of The Shade later this 
month. 

However, the applicant, 
Harrier Developments, will not 
hear the verdict until September. 

In a letter to the applicant’s 
agents, Sue Finlayson, the 
council’s team leader for 
development control, said: 
“Due to the outstanding issues 
yet to be resolved in respect of 
concerns raised by consultees, 


and the fact the council 
proposes to carry out further 
research in respect of the 
impact of the proposal on 
retailing in the town and on the 
landscape of the area, the local 
authority will not be able to 
make a determination by June 
25. 

“I am therefore writing to ask 
for your agreement that the 
target date be revised to 
September 25.” 

The major scheme also 
includes building a petrol 
station and pub/restaurant on 
the land.

Between May 2010 and 
lanuary 2012, he continued to 
claim housing and council tax 
benefit that we was not 
entitled to - racking up a total 
of£6,019.85. 

Oliveira, ofWest Drive 
Gardens, Soham, pleaded 
guilty to failing to notify the 
district council of changes in 
his circumstances at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ 

Court. 

He was made subject to a 
three-month curfew order 
between 8pm and 5am, and 
was ordered to pay back all 
the benefits he had claimed. 
He was also ordered to pay 
£450 in court costs. 

Linda Grinnell, the district 
council’s head of finance, said: 
“Benefit fraud is not a 
victimless crime - it is the 
taxpayer who has to pay for 
those who try to cheat die 
system. 

“We hope the judgement acts 
as a real deterrent to anyone 
who thinks they can get away 
with claiming money they are 
not entided to. 

“We have a team of officers 
who are determined to track 
down anyone who is trying to 
defraud you and the district 
council.” 


Kane, 14, saves 
neighbour’s life 


A TEENAGE first-aider saved 
his unconscious neighbour’s 
life after pulling him from 
his smoke-filled bungalow. 

Kane Hawkes, a student of 
Harbour School, Wilburton, was 
talking to a friend just after 
midnight on Monday when he 
heard the fire alarm go off next 
door. 

The 14-year-old went to 
investigate and saw through a 
window that his neighbour, Peter 
Huckle, who suffers from Type 1 
diabetes, had passed out on the 
floor. 

Kane who is first-aid trained, 
rang the emergency services 
before running to fetch 
neighbour Ashley Corbett, 28, 
who had a key to the back door of 
the house in Handley Drive, 
Upper Cambourne. 

Together they carried Mr 
Huckle, 59, to safety, before 
paramedics and firefighters 
arrived. 

The teenage hero was praised 
by Nigel Burgess, station 
commander of Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service, for 
saving Mr Huckle’s life. 

Kane said: “I heard the alarm go 
off and I thought I would 
investigate. I looked in the 
window and I saw smoke and I 
saw his feet on the floor. He 



what he did. It is still a bit 
shocking - my son put himself in 
danger to save him.” 

Mr Burgess reminded residents 
to check that their smoke alarms 
worked. He added: “Thanks to the 
boy’s actions firefighters were 
quickly dispatched to the home 
and the situation was got under 
control without any injury.”

My side of the 
CCTV wrangle 

Sir, I hope you will allow me to 
explain why I referred Cllr William 
Burton to the Standards Board 
(“New mayor found guilty of 
conduct code breach”, Weekly 
News , May 31). 

Your story, though accurate, didn’t 
go far enough into the 
background of the situation. I take 
great exception to councillor 
Burton’s comments that: “I feel 
I've been penalised for simply 
doing my job; just because 
somebody didn’t get their own 
way, they made a vexatious 
complaint about me.” 

In my view, as an elected member, 
Cllr Burton was not doing his job, 
which is to serve his community 
and support its members where 
support and advice is needed. 

I had been negotiating with East 
Cambs District Council for three 
years to get a CCTV column which 
they installed relocated. It had 
been placed so close to my 
property that pooling of rain 
water at its base had caused 
serious water damage to my 
Grade II listed cottage. Finally, a 
report containing 
recommendations to relocate the 
column with representations from 
the conservation officer; the road 
traffic officer and county council 
engineers came to the CCTV 
committee of the City of Ely 
Council for approval. I consulted 
my ward councillor, Cllr Burton, 
asking about the council’s 
procedure and details about my 
own representation to the 
meeting. To my great surprise he 
told me that the councils would 
not except liability for any 
damage to my property and there 
was no way the CCTV camera 
would be relocated. What he 
didn’t tell me was that he was 
chairman of the CCTV committee 
and was already aware of the 
issue, having been sent to survey 
the camera site by the clerk to the 
council. He was accompanied by 
the then mayor, Cllr Talbot, also 
an Ely East ward councillor. 
Neither of them attempted to 
survey the damage to my property 
or talk to me about it. Their only 
consideration was that the 
surveillance should continue from 
that position and not across the 


street opposite councillor Burton’s 
own property. The experts 
recommended in their report that 
adequate surveillance could be 
achieved from the opposite side 
of the road in order to feed back 
images to the “Big Brother” 
control room of all the crimes 
committed along the few meters 
of the Waterside strip - the rest of 
the area is well covered by one 
camera at the top of Forehill and 
one up Lisle Lane. 

When I was told about the 
decision of the CCTV committee I 
was stunned on two counts: the 
committee chairman and vice 
chairman had turned down the 
professionals’ proposal to relocate 
the column and the chairman was 
Cllr Burton and vice chairman Cllr 
Talbot. 

It was perfectly clear to me that 
under the Councillors’ Code of 
Conduct rules councillor Burton 
should not have presided over the 
meeting; should not have taken 
part in the decision-making 
process and should previously 
have informed me of his role on 
the City of Ely Council. Because 


he lives a couple of doors away 
from me he had a personal 
interest and the proposal that the 
camera should be relocated 
opposite his property meant he 
had a prejudicial interest in the 
decision not to relocate it - a 
decision which was clearly made 
before it came to committee. 

As an aside: if you live in a listed 
building and wish to replace 
windows, roofs or make any 
alterations or repairs, you require 
Listed Building Consent. However, 
a local authority does not require 
any consent to do anything that 
might have an impact on the 
fabric of a listed building. 

As we have discovered, our 
elected representatives are far 
more concerned with the 
preservation of mickey mouse 
surveillance systems - which have 
been proved to serve very little 
purpose - than the preservation 
of our beautiful city’s heritage, its 
listed buildings.

292 dog poo complaints 
but no owners are fined 


ALMOST 300 official complaints 
have been made about dog faeces in 
the Ely area - yet not one person has 
been punished. 

Figures obtained by the Weekly News 
under the Freedom of Information Act 
show that East Cambs District Council has 
received 292 official complaints regarding 
dog fouling since 2009. 

In 2009/10, there were 64 reports. In 
2010/11 the number of reports rocketed to 
117 and then in 2011 /12 there were 111. 

Yet in those three years, not one fixed 
penalty notice (FPN) has been issued by the 
council.

Liz Knox, head of the council’s 
environmental health team, said FPNs are 
only issued if a council officer witnessed the 
dog fouling or if members of the public 
provide sufficient information. 

But keen dog walker Brenda Dixon, from 
Sutton, is “horrified”. She said: “I have three 
dogs and I walk them twice a day, every day. 

“I carry an abundance of plastic bags 
with me so that I can pick up after my pets 
and dispose of their poo. 

“Why aren’t other people doing the 


same? Because they are lazy and 
irresponsible.” 

The figures show that the three worst 
areas in East Cambs for dog fouling are Ely, 
Littleport and Soham, respectively. 

Earlier this year, East Cambs District 
Council joined forces with a group of mums 
in Littleport to try to educate dog owners to 
clear up after the pets. 

Speaking about the figures, Mrs Knox 
said: “A FPN is only issued if an officer 
witnesses the dog fouling taking place or 
when sufficient reliable information has 
been provided by a witness who is prepared 
to act as a witness if the case ends up in 
court.”

A spokesman for the firm said: “This cross¬ 
country route starts from the preserved 
Watercress Line in the hills of Hampshire, 
climbs to Farnham and through west Surrey to 
Berkshire, skirts west London and then its full 
steam ahead to Cambridge and Ely. 

“For many years Britannia’s cab roof was 
painted white to commemorate her pulling the 
funeral train of King George VI from 
Sandringham to London in 1952.

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Court papers 
are in at last 


VITAL documents which dictate 
how Ely’s derelict magistrates’ 
court could be used in the future 
have finally been produced - 
almost 12 months late. 

Her Majesty’s Court and Tribunal 
Service (HMCTS) told community leaders 
that reports detailing the value of the 
Grade II listed courthouse, its projected 
running costs plus other figures would be 
ready last July. 

The reports have finally been produced 
- and are now with bosses at East Cambs 
District Council. 

Ely’s mayor, Cllr Will Burton, said he 
was pleased the documents had been 
delivered but said the district council 
needs to let all interest parties see them, 
including the City of Ely Council and the 
Ely Society. 

Cllr Burton said: “It’s great news as this 
has been going on for so long now and we 
need to work fast to safeguard this 
beautiful building. 

“The district council needs to make 
sure that it is open with all interested 
parties when it comes to the courthouse - 
there are lots of people who want to make 
sure it has a good and efficient future.” 

The condition of the courthouse, based 
in Lynn Road, has worsened in recent 
months, inside and out. 


Lead protecting the roof was also 
stolen, enabling water to gush down 
inside. 

Both the district and city councils, as 
well as the Ely Society, the Ely Perspective 
group and the Citizens Advice Bureau, 
have been in talks with the court service 
since the courthouse closed in March. 

Justice Minister Jonathan Djanogly 
announced the closure last December as 
part of plans to shut 93 magistrates’ 
courts and 49 county courts to save £15m 
a year. 

Since then, all East Cambridgeshire 
court cases have been switched to 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court. 

District council leader Cllr Peter 
Moakes insists a meeting will be held for 
all interested parties to discuss the 
reports and the courthouse’s future. 

He said: “We are currently reviewing 
the report we have received from the 
Ministry of Justice regarding the old Ely 
Magistrates building. 

“We are also organising a meeting of 
interested parties to discuss the report 
and the future of the building. 

“We all want to protect this valuable 
and historic building so we will be 
exploring ways that it can be used for the 
benefit of the community.” 

Nobody from HMCTS was available to 
comment. 


Mobile home plan is rejected 


PLANS to expand a mobile 
home park have been 
turned down. 

Earlier this year, agent 
Ronald Perrin applied on 
behalf of owner Matthew 
Hall for planning per¬ 
mission to extend the 
Cathedral View Mobile 
Home Park in Witchford. 

The proposals included 
adding up to 16 new mobile 
homes - which would have 
increased the size of the site 


by almost 50 per cent. 

The applicants said the 
extra mobile homes would 
constitute low-cost affor¬ 
dable housing at a time 
when house building in the 
district was stagnant. 

However, the plans have 
been refused by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. Giles Hughes, head 
of planning at the council, 
said: “The application 
provides no information 


about how the proposed 
housing is to be provided at 
a cost below market rates, or 
to remain at an affordable 
cost for future households.” 

He added that the site lies 
in the countryside outside 
the designated settlement 
boundary for Witchford 
where residential develop¬ 
ment is controlled, subject 
to a number of exceptions, 
including affordable 
housing.

Review: Land of Hope and Glory, 

Ely Cathedral Saturday June 2 


E LY Cathedral’s Diamond 
Jubilee concert was a 
resounding success. The 
cathedral stage was filled with 
some of Ely and Cambridge’s 
finest musicians, the building 
was decorated with an uplifting 
array of bunting and the seating 
filled to capacity by a huge 
crowd of enthusiastic 
participants. 

There was no doubt that this 
evening was going to be a magnificent 
experience. 

The tone of the occasion began well 
with a special foreword in the 
programme by none other than Prince 
Philip, who wished us an enjoyable 
evening. Paul Trepte, director of music 
at Ely Cathedral, selected a 
magnificent collection of music 
associated with royalty and 
coronations for the programme. An 
amazing massed choir gelled superbly 
under his direction and included Ely 
Cathedral Choir, Ely Cathedral Girls’ 
Choir, The Ely Imps, Ely Cathedral 
Octagon Singers, Ely Choral Society, 
Ely Consort and Ely Youth Choir. This 
amazing concert also featured one of 
the best orchestra’s of the region - the 
East Anglia Chamber Orchestra as 
well as the renowned assistant 
cathedral organist, Jonathan Lilley. 

The concert opened appropriately 
with Stanford’s Coronation Gloria 
which contained the expected glorious 
choral and orchestral sounds. The 
orchestra then played a selection of 
movements from Music for the Royal 
Fireworks by Handel. Under Paul’s 
direction this familiar music was 
enhanced with his own special brand 


of vitality and momentum. The precise 
dotted notes in the overture added to 
the sense of pomp and ceremony. A 
light, cheerfhl Bourree was followed 
by a graceful La Paix. La Rejouissance 
exuded a special Handelian quality 
while the final very familiar Menuet 
was filled with grandiose gestures 
fitting the occasion. 

The Coronation Te Deum by Walton 
challenged the performers and 
listeners with complex, changeable 
textures, declarative episodes and 
widely varied expressions. This was 
music of the highest quality performed 
by musicians of impeccable talent and 
ability. Walton’s more familiar Crown 
Imperial for orchestra featured later in 
the programme when Paul 
demonstrated particularly well his 
ability to infuse the performance with 
a precise rhythmic drive, energised 
vigour and new subtleties of 
expression. 

As a complete contrast, we were 
then treated to one of the ‘old 
favourites’ The Dambusters March by 
Coates. Paul again demonstrated his 
unique ability to breathe fresh 
buoyancy and life into familiar 
ground. 

Britten’s unaccompanied Choral 
Dances from Gloriana was another 
contrast containing prime examples of 
his particular style: his special 
harmonies, rhythmic demands and 
characterisations. The almost ‘giddy’ 
Country Girls balanced the manly 
Rustics and Fishermen while the Final 
Dance of the Homage was filled with 


appropriate gentle strands lovingly 
woven together. 

No concert like this would be 
complete without Parry and he 
featured with the much adored I was 
Glad, Blest pair of sirens and 
Jerusalem. In I was Glad this massive 
choir gave Parry’s high notes volume 
and depth, in the Blest pair of Sirens 
they gave gentility to the interwoven 
lines and nobility to Jerusalem. There 
was nothing strained or restrained 
about these performances. 

A taste of Vaughan Williams in An 
English Folksong Suite for orchestra 
gave performers and listeners the 
opportunity to revel in this composer’s 
special ‘Englishness’ in all the 
variations offered. 

The evening ended with the much- 
anticipated audience participation and 
the cathedral was filled with the 
sounds of patriotic voices singing 
Holst’ s’ / vow to thee my Country, 
Elgar’s March: Pomp and 
Circumstance no. 1 , Rule Britannia, 
Jerusalem and Elgar’s variation of the 
National Anthem. The choir relaxed 
and spontaneously moved as one, 
jigging or swaying in true ‘Last Night 
of the Proms’ tradition as delicate 
petal-like confetti drifted gently from 
the octagon above. At the end of this 
rousing singing the cathedral erupted 
into loud cheers. A final indulgent 
rendering of Land of Hope and Glory 
brought this amazing, wonderful event 
to a reluctant close.

The big film 



THE PACT 

Certificate 15,1h28m 

ALL families have their secrets and the 
dysfunctional clan at the centre of 
Nicholas McCarthy’s ghost story have 
an entire closet full of skeletons waiting 
to rattle their gnarled bones. 

The film opens with Nicole (Agnes 
Bruckner) wandering around her 
deceased mother’s creepy house in Los 
Angeles, a laptop computer in hand as 
she makes a video call to her daughter 
and younger sister Annie (Caity Lotz), 
who refuses to step inside the property. 

The little girl signals the start of the 
nastiness to come, asking sweetly: 
“Mummy, who’s that behind you?” 
Nicole spins around, alarmed. A 
nervous peek inside the closet that 
adjoins the lounge is the last we see of 
her. 

Soon after, biker chick Annie enters 
the fray, rightly concerned about the 
lack of contact with her sister. Strange 
noises, flickering lights and an 
unexplained break-in lead to the 
realisation that something is terribly 
wrong in the house. 

Annie asks local police detective 
Creek (Casper Van Dien) to investigate. 
Through his lackadaisical methods, he 
reveals a secret room and sparks 
Annie’s horrific memories of her 
childhood that have kept her far from 
the city. 

The Pact is expanded from the writer- 
director’s 11 -minute short film of the 
same name but sadly he runs out of 
ideas and dramatic momentum well 


before the bells have chimed on the first 
hour. 

It relies on some stratospheric 
suspensions of disbelief. Annie’s 
determination to stay inside a home that 
has clearly been the source of so much 
pain is hard to swallow when an unseen 
force starts smashing family 
photographs and dropping items in the 
kitchen. 

But when that same force starts 


flinging the stricken heroine around 
rooms like a rag doll, any sane 
individual would leap on to that 
motorcycle, head for the hills and never 
return. 

Alas, McCarthy’s flimsy script has 
no room for common sense and so 
Annie prevails in order to set up an 
unlikely resolution involving an old 
relative (Mark Steger) from the 
poisonous family tree. 


The jolts are sporadically effective 
but we’re savvy enough to second 
guess where McCarthy will take us next 
and the nasty surprises that could be 
lurking around the next poorly lit 
corridor. 

Production design is dark and 
gloomy, relying on what we can’t see to 
whir our imaginations into overdrive 
and conjure up scares that are 
disappointingly lacking in the script.

Something's 
in the air... 


M OST of us can 
identify familiar 
scents in the 
garden; newly-mown 
grass, fragrant roses and 
lavender spring to mind.

Others, such as lavender, 
thyme and rosemary, release 
their scent when you make 
contact with them, so are ideal 
for edging paths, so that 
visitors can appreciate their 
heady aroma when they brush 
past them. 

Sheltered spots devoid of 
wind, which can effectively 
blow the scent away, will 
provide an area of intense 
fragrance. If you have a bench 
in a sheltered spot, try growing 


roses up around it so you can 
catch that intensity when you 
sit. 

It is possible to combine 
natural fragrances for the best 
results and the magazine has 
created a scent wheel, similar 
to a colour wheel, to match 
scented plants to bring out the 
best in each other. 

Sweet scents which do well 
together include cottage 
garden favourites such as 
sweet pea, lilac, honeysuckle 
and rose, while a combination 
of citrus scents including 
lemon verbena, monarda and 
lime also work well together. 

If you like woody notes with 
sweet scents, go for lavender, 
sage and thyme, while more 
spicy notes are gained from 
dianthus, azalea and bay. 

If you’re after scent when 
you open your patio doors, 
keep your containers and 
hanging baskets close by with 
your fragrant favourites. 

I have a basket outside my 
patio door in the summer 
filled with the petunia Surfinia 
Blue Vein, whose flowers have 
a deep blue throat which pales

into the white outer petal. The 
smell of this type is fantastic - 
almost like a lily fragrance. 

Indeed, no scented garden 
would be complete without 
some sort of lily and one of the 
easiest to grow is the regal lily, 
Lilium regale. One bulb 
quickly builds up into a clump 
on most soils, producing a 
profusion of white, trumpet¬ 
shaped blooms with yellow 
throats and purple pink 
outsides, whose strong heady 
perfume is at its best on 
summer evenings. 

“Sniff a lily and you’ll feel a 
sense of wellbeing that Chanel 
can never match,” Alan 
Titchmarsh comments. They’re 


perfect planted with roses, 
ornamental grasses and 
euphorbia. 

If you have an archway or 
pergola near your patio, you 
can choose from a wide variety 
of scented climbers including 
scented honeysuckles, 
wisterias, roses and jasmine. 

Trachelospermum 
jasminoides is a fantastic slow- 
growing climber which will 
reach around 10m (32ft) in 
height if placed in a sheltered 
position against a warm wall. It 
produces small white flowers 
against dark green oval¬ 
shaped leaves and its fragrance 
is fantastic. But you need to 
protect it against wind and 


frost in severe winters. 

It is not only flowers which 
produce wonderful scents 
during summer - rub some 
leaves of certain plants and 
you will be pleasantly 
surprised. The lemon-scented 
pelargonium (P. crispum 
‘Variegatum’), for instance, has 
cream-edged leaves which, if 
rubbed, emit a delicious lemon 
perfume. It produces pale 
mauve flowers throughout 
summer. 

With a little planning, you 
could soon have a garden full 
of fragrance which will last all 
summer.

City car is bright alternative 


BRITISH motorists 
are becoming more 
patient and polite, 
according to a survey. 

Far from the image of a 
nation of road-rage 
drivers, more than a third 
(34 per cent) of those 
polled said they smiled at 
other motorists when 
pushing in a queue or 
jumping lanes, while 20 
per cent use a friendly 
wave. 

Only 3 per cent admitted 
to losing their temper and 
swearing, with motorists 
aged 45 to 54 the worst 


offenders. 

More women than men 
are prepared to use their 
charms by smiling at other 
drivers but motorists aged 
over 55 are the least smiley 
of any age group. 

The survey was carried 
out in April on 2,000 
respondents by Opinion 
Matters for car super¬ 
market Carcraft. 

The poll also revealed 
that 60 per cent of 
motorists are happy to sit 
in queuing traffic until it 
moves, with 25 per cent 
prepared to seek an 
alternative route. 


Only a small minority 
said they pushed in where 
they could or jumped from 
lane-to-lane.

“They’re becoming more 
patient and courteous, and 
instead of using their 
horns, swearing or cutting 
in front of other drivers 
they’re opting to use a 
smile or a wave instead.

Vroom with a view 
In the Toyota Hilux 


FROM my lofty perch 
inside the Toyota Hilux 
Tve been driving lately 
I’ve seen many things, 
writes Iain Dooley of PA 
News. 

I’m no stranger to chunky 
4x4s and pick-ups and what 
many owners say about 
feeling safe thanks to the 
raised driving is largely true. 

You can also see much 
further ahead than someone 
low down in, say, a Ford 
Focus, which helps 
enormously when it comes to 
spotting hazards on the road. 

The subject of responsible 
driving reared its ugly head 
again after recently passing a 
lone police motorcyclist 
undertaking speed checks on 
the arrow-straight A14. 

As the distant yellow dot 


got bigger as I approached it, 
I couldn’t imagine a more 
inappropriate advert for road 
safety. 

We’re all told of the dangers 
of stopping on hard 
shoulders, yet here was a 
local law enforcement officer 
spending his afternoon 
playing with speed gun with 
nothing more than a 
fluorescent jacket for 
protection against three lanes 
of 70mph traffic. 

What was he going to do if 
his gun spotted someone 
doing a very big speed? 

Would he jump on his bike 
and chase after them at, er 
speed, risking life and limb in 
the process? 

That the road in question, 
and its users, was covered by 
a permanent average speed 
camera set-up made the 


exercise even more futile. 

What would have been of 
greater value would have 
been an effort to stop and 
charge people for using their 
mobile phones while driving. 

At ground level you’ll 
struggle to see such activity, 
but from my lofty perch 
inside the Hilux I was privy to 
all sorts of stupid behaviour 
from map reading to one 
man using an iPad. Yes, you 
read that right, an iPad. 

But that’s OK because he 
was sticking to the speed 
limit and PC Hard Shoulder 
wouldn’t have been any the 
wiser. 

Some time ago, a certain 
police force decided to drive 
around in a lorry tractor unit 
to spot such behaviour as 
they realised that the lofty 
driving position was 


advantageous. 

Tales of witnessing mobile 
phone use when on the move 
and other more loopy 
activities - shaving, applying 
make-up - soon flowed to the 
local press and the 
experiment was deemed a 
great success. 

But I’ve seen nothing since 
of that one-off media stunt, 
which is a shame. 

Such activities continue 
because drivers know they’re 
not going to get caught. 

I’m a vocal critic of 
unmarked speed patrols for a 
variety of reasons, but there’s 
a lot to be said for the use of 
unmarked driver behaviour 
patrols. 

And you don’t need an 
expensive truck - just use a 
Hilux. That that really would 
be money well spent.

MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
U unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 



ON MOVING DAY: 


Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

□ Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Sayers beats bug to notch fine throw 


JAVELIN star Goldie Sayers overcame a bout 
of food poisoning to record her longest throw 
since the Beijing Olympics. 

She threw 64.73m in the first round of the 
Diamond League meeting in Rome’s Stadio 
Olimpico last Thursday, her furthest since a 
personal best of 65.75m saw her finish fourth 
in Beijing four years ago. 

The former King’s School, Ely pupil eventually 


finished third behind Barbora Spotakova, of 
the Czech Republic, who threw 68.65m, 
and South Africa’s Sunette Viljoen with 
67.95m. 

“I’m pleased with that. I knew I only had one 
or two throws in me,” the 29-year-old said. 

“I was quite ill on Monday with food 
poisoning so I’m pleased with a season’s best 
at this stage. 


“I was in Rabat on the Sunday but came back 
to London and went to a favourite restaurant of 
mine and ate a salmon salad and then wished 
I hadn’t! It’s slipped a few places on my 
favourites list. 

“On the Monday and Tuesday, I wasn’t sure if I 
would travel, but I actually had food poisoning 
before Beijing so I knew I was capable of 
feeling better.”
